T)i« «hanga8 which the last twenty years 
hare tvrought rri Illinois, would be iucredi- 
bie to one wbo baa not witnessed them. At 
that period otir eettlemente were few, and 
the epirit of enterprise that trow pervades 
every cornet of the State, bad not then 
been awakened.—Tlio bluff of our own 
beautiful river had never sent back the 
echo of the steam engine. Without a mar*- 
ket for their produce the farmers confined 
their labors, to the wants of their own fam¬ 
ilies. Corn was nearly the only crops tnre- 
ad, and from the time it was ^laid hg,* the 
end of July, till * putting time^ in No¬ 
vember, was a holiday and the intervening 
period was passed in idleness, except on 
Saturday. On that day, duly as it arrived, 
the settlers far and near, collected at the 
distillery, & amused themselves with shoot 
ing at a mark, * trading nags,* and too often, 
when the tin cup had passed freely around, 
in figining.

Confessions of a Murderer. 

TALES OF BLOOD. 

Our readers will doubtless recollect the 
murder of the unfortunate Silas D. Rives 
in Mississippi, last September. John W. 
Carter has been arrested as participant with 
one Johnson Cook, who is now in Texas, 
it is believed Rives Itad about ,^10,000 
upon him when murdered. Most of this 
Carter says Cook took with Itim. 

Johnson Cook is a second Murrill, if 
Carter’s account of his crimes is unclosed. 
Among others he details these. 

Carter states that Cook, and a man hy 
the name of l^ryant, who lives at Lake Pon^ 
chatrain, killed a man hy the name of Al¬ 
len, in Tallahasse, Florida, and robbed him 
of g 1,650 in cash. 

Cook painted himself like an Indian and 
headed a pnity of Seminoles, and butcher¬ 
ed one of the most w'ealthy white families 
on the frontiers of Flori(ta. After killing 
tlie w'hole family except a young man, who 
stood over and fouglit for his sister until 
he was wounded hy a shot from an Indian, 
Cook then struck an axe into his head, and 
left it there slicking...robbed the house of 
D 1,100 in paper, and D70 or D80 in spe¬ 
cie. He kept the notes and gave the In* 
dians the silver. 

Cook then went to Appalachicola Bay, 
and from thence to Bainbtidge, Decatur 
county, Georgia, and in company with a 
Virginian# with whom he had been trav¬ 
elling in the stage, and supposing he had 
money, at Cook’s instance, walked to the 
spring, there killed the Virginian, threw 
him in the river, and robbed him of DI,110 
.-.-two D16 pieces of gold aud three small¬ 
er pieces. This crime was committed in 
December 1836. From Bainbridge he 
returned to Columbus^ Georgia, bis resi¬ 
dence. 


In Ta(laha88©, Florida, he saw & iravc l- 
I<*r pay his hill. Discovering lie ha | mo- 
T»oy, he told the traveller ho w'as travelling 
his route and as it was a dismal road he 
would he glad of hi.s company. The stran¬ 
ger thanked him, and they iiavciled about, 
“ev^nteen miles, when Cook pidp.osetl they 
should drink together, and while the sirau- • 
ger \v.a8 drinking out of the hotile, Cook 
shot him through tite hack o( the head and 
rohbeti him of aho'ut D662. . 

Cook, and his brother in law, Charles 
Hollis, killed the ferfynjan of the St John's 
'river, on the Augustine trail, a French man, 
and robbed him of D 1,700 or Dl,800, 
turned the flat loose to avoid the possibility 
of pursuit. 

Cook murdered a man not far from Taf* 
lahasse, and robbed him of D 2,400 and 
D i 8 in cash. 

He then went into the Indian country, 
and purchased a poney, and stole 17 more 
and hired an Indian to assist him. When 
he got into the white settlements, Ite then 
made the Indian drunk and cut his throat. 

Cook and capt Minny (a celehiated pi¬ 
rate) went to Snake IslantI, understanding 
-that a vessel was coming from Key West 
™murdered the crew consisting of 7 or 8 
men and 3 ladies—pUtnderod the heat of 
D 17,000 in specie, and scuttled aud sunk 
the vessel. 

Cook was then taken in irons to Talk# 
hasse, hut was released by force, from the 
civil authorities, and the irons knocked off. 
The names of his friends are Augustus aud 
Willis Austin, of Texas. 

Cook and capt Minny, came across a 
vessel going from St Marks to Alamony 
Lake, loaded with provisions: murdered the 
white persons on board, sold the provisions 
and 7 negroes which w^eie on board,, and 
sunk the vessel, capt Minny died at St 
Maiks last winter. 

Cook then left for Columhus, Georgia, 
his residence, where he saw a traveller pay 
his hill, headed him, took deliberate aim/ 
his gun snapped, which the stranger heard 
and fled. 

Cook met with an nct^ualiitance from 
Texas in May or June last, in Clark cnun* 
y, Alabama, whose name was William 
Green. Grei n told him that iJIs old friends 
Augustus and Wiliis Auann,-werr then in 
Texas, and w'cre anxious that Cook should 
go there, as they particularly needed hit 
services. 

Cook thought there w^as no more harm 
in killing a man than tlKue was in killing a 
(log...did not b»"lieve iheie was either hell 
or heaven — has killed and robbed forty or 
fifty men. and would this winter murder -* 
and plunder as man}' mere. 

Johnson Cook is between 26 and SO 
years of age, weiglis^about 140 pounds, has ’ 
keen blue eyes, and is very narrow between 
the eyes, his face and hands were badly scar¬ 
red with dirks and knives which he got by 
fighting ; has been slabbed through the 
mu^cle of the arm twice, with a dirk, 
also in the hij) ; his hair is sandy, and on-o 
of his fingers are broken. 

Society is deeply interested in the detec* 
tion and punishment of such a villain.

I took a pound of young hyson tea, and 
after steeping it in soft water, hoiletl it 
down to half a pint—this I applied to such 
nerves in the tooth as required to he *de*» 
stroyed in order to prevent sensibility therif 
and thus enable me to operate on the tooib 
without pain to the patient.

dose was not as largo as I gave the rabbit,

Our letters from Bayonne of the 23d 
iih. bring no fresh particulars of the late 
tanguinary occurrences in the insurgent 
provinces. It was said, that on the I9ih 
a number of other superior officers, amongst 
whom were colonel ^Iguer, and the parish 
priest of Dallo, were put to death at Esn 
lella. Don Carlos, who, it appears, knew 
nothing of these executions, had on being 
apprised thereof transfened his headrquar 
lers to .4Izazua, where all the troops sta¬ 
tioned along the frontier had been ordered 
to join him, for the purpose of marching 
on Estella. A letter from this last mens 
tinned town of the 19tli states, that the 
secretary of Generals Garcia and Oger, the 
commander of the 12th battalion of Na- 
rarre, had been arrested. The colonel of 
the 10th, and a chief of squadron, against 
whom warrants were issued, had effected 
their escape. A French officer attached 
to the staff of General (Vlaroto was said to 
have been stopped at Urdach, and brought 
back to Estella. Den Carlos had superse¬ 
ded General Valdespina in the War De¬ 
partment, and named the Duke of Grana 
da in his stead. 

The account of the execution of a num 
her of Carlist officers by Maroto, the com. 
mander in chief of Don Garlos,^ is confirm¬ 
ed. The Don -had issued a prociarpation 
declaring Maroto a traitor, and Maroto, in 
his turn had sent forth a bullefin addressoil 
to the army, in tvhich he represeiUs his 
royal master as little better than an idiot, 
tke slave of profligate courtiers. The im.' 
pression was beccmiing general that Don 
Cafdos bad lost the confi<Ience of the ^miy, 
and that a conspiracy had been set on fool 
among his followers to compel himto ab¬ 
dicate his pretensions in favor of his son 
and tlms pave the W'ay for a general peace 
by means:of the marriage of Queen Isabella 
and her^royal cousin. It is added that Es 
partero is at the bottom of this plot,, whicl 
is in course of rapid development. 

The execution or rather murder of the 
generals is ascribed to. a struggle for po ver 
between them and Maroto, in which they 
were likely to prove successful. Don Carlos 
iH said to have been ignorant of the mur 
der until after it-was accomplished.
